Columbus, O., March 12.—If the Republican ticket that was nom- 


inated at the Memorial hall convention last week is elected in November, 
Walter F. Brown of Toledo, and W. D. Guilbert, auditor of .state, will 
assume control of the most thoroughly assembled, delicately adjusted 
and perfectly oiled political machine.ever built in Ohio. 


True, Congressman Theodore E. Burton received plaudits that were 


really a grand ovation, and Francis W. Treadway of Cleveland, the Bur- 
ton candidate for lieutenant governor, was nominated over an alleged 
slate candidate of the Brown-Cox-Guilbert combination. 


But, as one delegate said, the office of lieutenant governor is about 


as full os good things as a Hallowe'en pumpkin, while all the real 
juicy plums, the patronage and influential positions—much more power- 
fully influential than can well be imagined without careful analysis of the 
situation—were distributed among candidates backed by State Chairman 
Walter F. Brown of Toledo, State Auditor Walter D. Guilbert of Noble 
,county, State Treasurer W. S. McKinnon of Ashtabula, and George B. 


t Cos. of Cincinnati. 


The salary of the lieutenant governor is $1,5000 a year. 
He pre- 


sides over the senate, but'has no vote, except in case of tie on subsidiary 
questions. He makes no appointments. Ordinarily 'his political influence 
is inconsequential, compared with that of the auditor, treasurer and sec- 
retary of state and attorney general, who appoint a small army of deputies 
and job holders; .who have absolute control of the depositing of millions- 
of dollars of'state surplus funds; who have charge of the election machin- 
ery" in every county of the state; who appoint the hoards of'review in the 
seventy cities having "S'.OOO or more population; who constitute the state 
boards that assess and remit taxes of all the public service corporations 


11 In Ohio, and the ramifications of whose influence are numberless and 


mysterious. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


The namination of U. G. Denman of Toledo, for attorney general, 


was demanded by Walter F. Brown of Toledo. 


The attorney general is the legal adviser of all the executive de- 


partments of the state. 'By virtue of his office "he is also a member of 
the state board of assessors and appraisers. This board meet's annually 
In June to assess Ihe property of express, telegraph 
and 
telephone, 


freight" line, electric, gas, heating and cooling, messenger and signal, nat- 
ural gas, pipe line, railroad, sleeping car, street, surburban and interur- 
oan electric, union depot, water transportation and waterworks companies 
that pay excise taxes into the state treasury. 


The other members of the appraising boards are the auditor of state 


^and the treasurer of state. 


The corporations that the hoard assesses are capitalized at hundreds 


of- millions of dollars and pay millions in taxes. It is obvious that the 
membership on this board is an important and" influential position. 


But that is not all. The salary of the attorney general is 56,500 a 


year. He appoints a first assistant at $3,000; a second assistant at $2,- 
500; a chief clerk, at $1,500; messenger, $600; two stenographers, $2,- 
400. For this year there has been appropriated $33,000 for special coun- 
sel, also to be appointed by the attorney general. Two lawyers, known 
as special counsel, are constantly employed in the Columbus office, and 
others are retained in the different cities and counties as there appears 
to be demand for their services. The total annual amount paid 
to the 


attorney general and the assistants employed by*him is the comfortable 
su&of $49,500. 


In addition to his distribution of office plums and his influential po- 


sition on the corporation taxing board, the attorney general is also a pow- 
er in still another way. The law creating local boards of tax review, pass- 
ed in May, 1902, provides that such boards may be appointed, upon re-

quest of county auditors, for any city in Ohio. 
According to 
statute, 


cities are those municipal corporations having 5,000 or more population 
in Ohio. There are 70 of them in the state, and 69 have boards of review. 
There are three members ol each board appointed by the attorney gen- 
eral, auditor of state and treasurer of state. 
The salaries of the board 


members are fixed by county commissioners, but the maximum, which is 
paid in Toledo, is $250 a month. 


AUDITOR OF STATE. 


Edward M. Fullingtoii, nominee for auditor of state, is chief deputy 


under \V. D. Guilbert. 
Guilbert advocated his nomination. The retir- 


ing auditor is one of "\Vulter Brown's political allies and will be reckoned 
a factor in the contest for the toga of Senator Foraker next January. 


'The salary of the auditor of state is $6,500 a year. He appoints four- 


teen office clerks, whose aggregate annual 
salary, including an allow- 


ance to the department of $1,000 for traveling expenses, is $26,250. 


This is all that appears on the appropriation budget, but just a little 


scratching of the surface shows that the half has not been told. 
Under 


the jurisdiction of the auditor of state is the bureau of inspection and 
uniform accounting. As nearly as can be ascertained, there are thirty- 
seven traveling inspectors employed constantly. 
Their salary is $5 a 


day, 
and their hotel bills and traveling expenses are paid. No state ap- 


propriation is made to compensate them, because their time and expenses 
are charged against the counties, townships, villages and cities whose 
books they inspect. Incidentally, this corps of traveling inspectors, includ- 
ed in which is Frank L. Baird of Toledo, does much political missionary 
work.

TREASURER OF STATE. 


For treasurer of state, the nominee is Charles C. Green of Columbus. 


He is now first deput> under Treasurer W. 
S- McKinnon, who, 
with 


Walter Brown and George B. Cox, joined in the fight for his nomination. 
Only twice during the entire convention proceedings did Cox vote his 96 
delegates solid. 
Once was for J. G. Obermeyre, the Cincinnati candidate 


for clerk of the supreme court. The other 
time was 
for 
Green for 


treasurer. 


The state treasurer has control of the depositing of the five million 


surplus in the state tieasury. A recent investigation showed that the 
largest deposit'is with the Cincinnati Trust company, of which Cox is 
president. 
The amount of that deposit is §300,000, and it is cheap 


money The Cox bank gets it for2% per cent. Another deposit of $200,- 
000 is with the First National Bank of Cincinnati. Cox is also interest- 
ed in that financial institution. 


The salary of the treasurer of state is $6,500 a year. 
He appoints 


a first assistanUor cashier at S3,400,two bookkeepers, two watchmen and 
a correspondence clerk. 
His patronage in jobs is not large, 
but 
he 


wields a mighty influence with the bankers whose institutions are entitled 
to receive state money.

SECRETARY OF STATE. 


For secretary of state the convention renominated Col. Carmi A. 


Thompson of Ironton. 
Politically, Thompson is closely allied with Cox, 


Brown and GuilberJ. 


The salary of the secretary of state is $6,500 a year. He appoints 


fifteen office assistants. This year the department will pay in salaries 
$34,400. 


The tremendous influence of the secretary of state, however, lies in 


the fact that he is the chief supervisor of elections—the 
head 
of 
the 


election machinery of the state, and appoints the four members of 
the 


election hoard in each of the 88 counties. 
The brigade of election board 


members number 36S men, not including their clerks and 
assistants 


and the great army -of registrars, judges and clerks of elections appoint- 
ed annually for special duty. 


The organizatioa that Chairman Brown has completed is well calcu- 


lated to be self.-per'pehiating if it succeeds at,jihe polls next fall. 


BITTER ATTACK. 


Toledo, 0., JIarch 12.—The machine Republicans of Northwestern 


Ohio are up in arms over the attack started by the Toledo Blade upon the 
entire state ticket, with the exception of Governor Harris. 


The Blade charges that the candidates for auditor, treasurer and at- 


torney general are controlled by Walter F. Brown and W. B. Guilbert, 
and that, if elected, will dictate to all classes of business. It charges that 
Walter F. Brown, with Cox and Guilbert, planned completely to control 
all Ohio. 


It is asserted by the Blade that if the Republican ticket nominated at 


the Memorial hall convention last week is elected in November Walter 
F. Brown of Toledo, and W. D. Guilbert, auditor of state, will 
assume 


control of "the most thoroughly assembled, delicately adjusted and per- 
fectly oiled political machine ever built in Ohio."
